County pledges ban 
on airport area blasts

No future Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport security train- 
ing sessions involving 
explosives will occur inside 
Romulus city limits, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally announced 
Monday night. 

McAnally and members of 
the Romulus City Council 
obtained written pledges from 
Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara and Metro 
Airport Director Robert C. 
Braun that no future training 
efforts will be scheduled in 
Romulus without the prior city 
approval. 

The letters, including one 
entitled “Policy and pro- 
cedures for use of explosives 
for training at Detroit Metro- 
politan Wayne County Air- 
port,” came as a result of 


lawsuits filed by city attorney 
Barry Seifman in Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

The suits were filed after 
McAnally and other city offi- 
cials complained they were 
not notified properly about 
airport security training ses- 
sions early in January that 
included detonation of explo- 
sives inside vacant homes in 
Romulus. The houses had 
been purchased by the county 
earlier as a prelude to airport 
expansion. 

The midday blasts on Jan. 4 
caused McAnally and some 
district school teachers and 
students to think that possibly 
a plane had crashed at or near 
the airport, they said. 

McAnally denied that 
Police Chief Fred Dansby was 
at the site of the blasts as 
either a witness or participant. 
She claimed that Dansby only 


went to the blast scene upon 
her orders. 

In the order signed by both 
Braun and McNamara on Jan. 
19, it is stated that the new pol- 
icy is in “respect to airport 
operations or any training 
involving explosives” written 
approval must be obtained 
first from the mayor of the city 
or supervisor of any nearby 
township. 

The agreement also states 
that the mayor may place con- 
ditions (on the blast exercises) 
for the protection of citizens 
and property.. .but the liability 
and sole responsibility of 
those actions will remain with 
Wayne County. 

It also stipulates that the 
Romulus mayor will be 
informed three weeks in 
advance of any such planned 
training sessions. 


Woman killed in crash

A 34-year-old Allen Park wo- 
man was killed instantly Fri- 
day night, when her 1984 Fiero 
collided head on with another 
auto on Merriman Road. 

The driver of the second 
auto, Erinn Altesleben, 18, of 
Dearborn Heights, suffered 
multiple face and body inju- 
ries. She was taken to An- 
napolis Hospital and then 
flown to the University of 
Michigan Hospitals. 


The crash victim was identi- 
fied as Denise Wells, 34, of Al- 
len Park. 

Romulus Traffic Officer 
Rick Schwartz reported the 
Wells car was traveling north 
on Merriman (apparently in 
the wrong lane) about 8:40 p.m. 
Friday, when it struck a 1988 
Ford Tempo operated by Al- 
tesleben. 

It is not known at this time if 
the headlights of the Wells* car 
were on prior to the accident, 
Schwartz said. 

Wells, who was not wearing 


a seatbelt, was trapped inside 
the badly smashed auto, 
Schwartz revealed. 

Two tow-trucks from J and 
M Towing pulled on either end 
of the crumpled Fiero car to 
try to extend it, seconds before 
Romulus firemen used the 
“Jaws of Life” to remove Wells’ 
body. 

Altesleben sustained multi- 
ple factures of the face, a dislo- 
cated hip, a broken femur and 
internal injuries, Schwartz re- 
ported. 


Murder trial set to begin

Some of the mystery behind 
the 14-year-old murder of Joa- 
nne Lincoln, a 23-year-old 
dancer, may unfold at 9 a.m. 
today as Daniel Dowling, for- 
mer Romulus resident, testi- 
fies at his “open murder” 
hearing before 34th District 
Court Judge Felix Rogalle. 

Dowling, who faced a Feb. 
10 extradition hearing back in 
Virginia, unexpectedly 
appeared in Romulus on Jan. 
26. 

On Feb. 9 an attorney called 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
office and reported that Dowl- 
ing would turn himself in at 
the sheriff’s Metro Airport 
office at 1 p.m. Tuesday. 

When he arrived at the sher- 
iffs office with his new attor- 
ney, Richard Lustig, Dowling 
was processed and taken to the 
nearby 34th District Court 

He was arraigned before 


Rogalle on the open murder 
and felony firearms violation 
charges and ordered held in 
$20,000 cash bail in connection 
with the shooting death of Lin- 
coln, his former girlfriend, on 
Aug. 28, 1978. 

Lincoln was shot in the 
head inside an apartment she 
shared at the time with Dowl- 
ing, sheriffs records show. 

She was taken to the old 
Wayne County General Hospi- 
tal and then was transferred to 
the University of Michigan 
Hospital in Ann Arbor, where 
she died two days later. 

Dowling was questioned at 
the time of the initial probe by 
Wayne County Sheriffs detec- 
tives, but no charges were 
pressed against any suspect at 
the time. 

The case slowly became 
dormant. In November 1992, 
the investigation was 
reopened when local sheriffs 
detectives uncovered new 


information and Dowling was 
arrested in his Virginia home 
on a Wayne County warrant 

Wayne County authorities 
have refused to divulge what 
that “new information” 
includes, saying they would do 
so after Dowling was in local 
police custody. 

Some of that “new evi- 
dence” is expected to be 
revealed today. The Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office also 
is expected to change the open 
murder count to first or second 
degree murder charge. 

Most recently Dowling has 
lived in Front Royal, Va. and 
operated a auto-related busi- 
ness, where he sells and 
repairs various cars. Dowling 
used both his auto business 
and his wife’s day care opera- 
tion as collateral to raise his 
$100,000 bail in Virginia in 
November. 


Council rejects 
hearing request

A request for a public hear- 
ing on a planned permit for 
construction of a wetland for 
the Ford Motor Company-City 
of Wayne was tabled Monday 
night by members of the 
Romulus City Council. 

Council members 
expressed opposition to the 
public hearing, since Romulus 
filed an unsuccessful lawsuit 
against the city of Wayne and 
the state Department of Natu 
ral Resources in an effort to 


block the wetland project 
creation. 

Councilmen Jimmie Rasp 
berry. Noah “Pete” Bergeron 
and Randolph Gear expressed 
opposition to such a hearing 
which was recommended for 
March 1. 

Only Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington supported such a hear- 
ing even though he said he is 
“opposed to Wayne removing 
soil from the city of Romulus.” 
The wetland site is located at

Local legislators look at year ahead in Lansing

Finding solutions to old 
problems, such as property tax 
reform, equity in school fi- 
nancing, auto insurance re- 
form, reduction in health care 
cost and crime and drugs re- 
main atop of the legislative 
agenda in Lansing, according 
to local lawmakers. 

“As of Dec. 31, the property 
assessment freeze expired,” 
said veteran State Representa- 
tive William Keith. “That 
means homeowners may get 
double-digit tax increase, and 
you can bet we’re going to hear 
about it. We’re going to get the 
heat 

“These old problems have 
not gone away and must be ad- 
dressed,” Keith continued. 


“They are still here and must 
be dealt with.” 

Keith stressed that finding a 
solution to lowering property 
taxes while facing a $1.2 bil- 
lion deficit will be an incredi- 
ble task. 

“We can’t make many more 
cuts. We’ve reached the bone. 
We’re to the point where the 
executive branch has said that 
the schools will not be held 
harmless this time around. So 
schools may also take a hit this 
time around. 

“Should we ask for a hike in 
the state income tax? I don’t 
have to tell you what hap- 
pened when Blanchard tried 
that. I don’t think so.” 

In an effort to balance the 
1986-87 budget, the then gover- 
nor, James Blanchard, asked 


for legislative approval to in- 
crease state taxes. Blanchard 
was successful but it eventu- 
ally cost him and at least two 
area Democrats their jobs. The 
legislators were recalled from 
office while Blanchard never 
recovered his previous popu- 
larity and lost his bid for re- 
election to John Engler. 

By approving the term lim- # 
itation amendment to the state * 
constitution, Keith also noted 
that the voters sent a strong 
message to Washington and 
Lansing that they wouldn’t tol- 
erate the “status quo”. 

“We have our work cut out 
for us,” Keith added. “Believe 
me, There isn’t going to be 
much game-playing up here 
this time around. There is too 
much at stake.”

Property taxes will be the 
first major issue Deborah 
Whyman attacks Wednesday in 
Lansing after swearing in on 
the House floor as the new 21st 
district state representative.

“Lower property taxes are 
the first thing on my agenda,” 
Whyman said recently. “All 
I’ve heard about for the last 
several months is tax relief 
and I know Gov. (John) Engler 
has made property taxes a pri- 
ority item. I think we’ll see 
movement in that direction.” 

Whyman said other topics of 
preferred interest include ed- 
ucation, Michigan businesses 
and constituent relations. 
Whyman said she particularly 
wants to address the Michigan 
Model health and learning 
program used in some form in 
90 percent of Michigan 
schools. 

“Michigan Model should be 
an option package (in the 
classroom) and sold on the 
open market,” she said. “I’m 
hoping to end up on an educa- 
tion committee to help achieve 
that goal.” 

The new state representa- 
tive has spent time during the 
past weeks studying the Lans- 
ing political system and trying 
to adjust to the pace and cli- 
mate. The first sizable politi- 
cal issue each House member 
has to wrestle with is the even 


Bams predicts busy year

Council denies senior discount

Shortly after the city water 
and sewer rate hike ordinance 
was unanimouly approved 
Monday night, two councilmen 
tried vainly to have their fel- 
low council members consider 
a senior citizen discount. 

The water-and sewer rate 
hikes had been recommended 
by the state Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). The 
DNR representatives had 
warned city Finance Director 
Donavan McGuire that if the 
rates were not hiked to cover 
annual costs, Romulus could 
be striken from grant consid- 
erations in the future. 

After several stormy study 
and hearing sessions, the 
council approved the new 
ordinance amendments by a 
5-2 margin. The amendments 
provide for the automatic 
annual rate hikes. The council 
keeps the option of objecting 
to any future annual hikes, oth- 
erwise the increases go into 
effect automatically. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and McGuire pressed for the 
updating of the twin ordi- 
nances, since Romulus plans 
some heavy infrastructure 
improvements in coming 
months and years. 

McAnally said earlier that 
the city had done its home- 
work in case the Clinton 
administration starts passing 


out infrastructure grants to 
help reduce area unemploy- 
ment rates. 

Councilmen Jimmie Rasp- 
berry and Ellis Pennington 
instituted a slow, painstaking 
debate on the need for such an 
automatic procedure, while 
Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron pressed to have the 
ordinance changes passed so 
that no state or federal grants 
will be eliminated in the near 
future. 

At the tail-end of the Mon- 
day night council session, Pen- 
nington requested that the city 
attorney draw up a ordinance 
amendment proposal that 
would include a senior citizen 
discount for water and sewer 
rates. 

He said the discount could 
be offered to seniors earning 
$25,000 $30,000 or less a year 
and could be as high as 10 
percent. 

Pennington said it should 
be coupled with a review of 
what such a proposal would 
cost the water-sewer depart- 
ment in lost revenue. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks told Pennington, “there 
appears to be no support for 
your motion.” 

Suddenly Raspberry 
jumped in and said he would 
support Pennington’s move 
and the water issue quickly 
began to sizzle on the council’s 
burner. 

Bergeron said he didn’t 
know how the city could vote 
“on such a discriminatory dis- 


count request. 

“We just voted to straighten 
out our water-sewer debt prob 
lem,” Bergeron said “and now 
you want us to act like Santa 
Claus and give some of the 
money back to senior 
citizens!” 

Bergeron continued “I’m 
sorry. I don’t feel sorry for 
senior citizens making only 
$25,000 today: T J m totally 
opposed to giving away the 
store. I have greater sympathy 
today for young couples fight- 
ing to make a living with small 
children in their homes.” 

Pennington slashed back 
“I’m not trying to give away any 
store. I just feel that senior cit- 
izens have paid their dues 
over the years by faithfully 
paying their taxes and other 
fees. 

“Every where you go today,” 
Pennington said, “you see 
senior citizen discounts, why 
not from your city?” 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth jumped into the debate 
by saying “if we give the senior 
citizens a discount, who is 
going to make up the differ- 
ence. I’m against spending any 
more legal fees on this issue.” 

Banks called for a vote and 
and Pennington’s motion was 
defeated 2-5. 

Just before adjourning for 
the night, Raspberry struck 
back at his fellow councilmen 
by stating “we voted years ago 
to allow any councilman to ask 
the city attorney for such an 
ordinance proposal.” 


Party store holdup foiled

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Tax proposal 
warning issued

Citing the fact that the Ro- 
mulus School District could 
lose $2 million next year and 
$9 million over three years un- 
der Gov. John Engler’s pro 
posed 20 percent tax reduction 
plan, Assistant School Super- 
intendent Joel Carr urged lo- 
cal residents to press those in 
Lansing to rethink the school 
funding issue. 

Carr cautioned residents 
that Engler is on the fast track 
to have the State Equalized 
Valuation rate now at 50 per- 
cent, cut to 45 next year, 42-1/2 
in 1995 and 40 in 1996. 

“Engler is trying to balance 
the budget on our backs,” Carr 
said “and the rumors spread- 
ing around Lansing is that the 
budget is already $400 million 
in the hole.” 

Carr chastised Engler’s 
State of the State claim that he 
was planning a Governor’s Re- 
port Card on the 3,176 schools 
in Michigan. 


“I think we ought to ought to 
prepare a report card for him,” 
Carr said, “as he raps us on 
Michigan Education Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) scores 
and when we beginning work- 
ing to improve the system, he 
turns around and offers us less 
state money.” 

Carr said quick fixes on 
taxes will not solve the school 
problems in Michigan and ulti- 
mately the shortage of funds 
will be thrown back against 
the middle income Michigan 
resident. 

Since Rep. Gregory Pitoniak 
(D Taylor) is now a member of 
the 11- member committee that 
is studying school tax reform, 
Carr said, so it is important 
that Romulus residents con- 
tact him and press him on the 
need for a sound alternate 
school tax plan. 

Pitoniak said the committee 
(that formerly included Rep. 
James Kosteva) will be meet- 
ing this week to set up a plan- 
ning study outline.

Instead of zipping up their 
jackets and parkas each day, 
western Wayne County resi- 
dents have been alternating 
between umbrellas and rain 
coats and more seaonable ap- 
parel. 

Last month, a record- 
breaking 1.59 inches of rain 
fell in western Wayne County 
resulting in flooded streets, 
parking lots, lawns and low 
lying fields. Later in the same 
week, the rains ended and the 
temperatures fell. Snow 
showers and cold weather fol- 
lowed. 

Since the beginning of the 
year, powerful snowstorms 
have dropped several feet of 
snow in the mountains of Cali- 
fornia and several inches of 
snow throughout the Midwest 


However, to the dismay of 
skiers, sledders and ice 
skaters, only a trace of snow 
has fallen locally this month. 

Precipitation has been 
more like that of April than 
January, according to many 
residents. 

According to weather ex- 
perts, the normal snowfall is 
approximately 40 inches for 
this year. In the past five years, 
snowfall dropped dramatically 
below the normal range during 
two winters - 1988-89 with 25 
inches of snow and 1990-91 
with 31 inches of snow. 

Almost 50 inches of snow 
fell during the winter of 
1986 87. The following year, 45 
inches of snow was recorded 
in the metropolitan Detroit 
area and almost 42 inches 
were recorded in the winter of 
1989- 90. 

Snowfalls in the metro- 


politan area have averaged 
10.7 inches in December, 9.6 
inches in January and 8.1 
inches in February during the 
1940s to 1980s. The maximum 
amount of snow which fell in 
December during the past four 
decades was 34 inches. A 29- 
inch snowfall was recorded 
one January and 17.4 inches 
was the record snowfall for a 
February. The largest snowfall 
recorded in the metropolitan 
area was 38.4 inches in Febru- 
ary, 1908. 

Readers of the Old Farmer’s 
Almanac are not too surprised 
at the relatively mild weather 
and rainfall. 

In its 1993 edition, the alma- 
nac predicted “warm spells, 
interspersed with brief cold 
snaps, and moderately heavy 
precipitation through Janu- 
ary.” 

The almanac predicted 


heavy rains and warming tem- 
peratures during the first 
week of January 

“More wintry weather 
should set in during early Feb- 
ruary and persist through 
March, except for mild spells 
in mid-February and mid- 
March,” according to the alma- 
nac. 

Area residents who are hop- 
ing for a pleasant summer can 
look forward to “a warm spell 
in the second week of May 
which will usher in more nor- 
mal temperatures in June, 
with only some heavy rains in 
the east in June, bringing 
above-normal precipitation,” 
according to the almanac. 
“July through September will 
average colder than normal 
due to frequent cool spells, 
while less than normal shower 
activity will prevail except 
during late July.”

Retirement will not dampen manager’s friendship

To residents at Willow 
Creek Apartments and in 
Westland, Nora Hardin will al- 
ways be their neighbor. 

Hardin has been the man- 
ager of the apartment complex 
located on Newburgh Road in 
Westland for 18 years, but last 
year she decided to retire and 
officially retired as of last 
month.

“She even invited the United 
States Army Band.” 

Hardin also started monthly 
brunches, card clubs, craft 
classed and other activities. It 
wasn’t her ability to provide 
entertainment that made Wil- 
low Creek a desirable place to 
live, according to Benyo. 

“The greatest experience 
observed by most of those who 
know Nora is that everyone 
trusted her, and realized that 
apartment living could be a joy 
and they began telling their 
friends,” Benyo said. “The 
word spread like wildflowers, 
and people began to come to 
Willow Creek because of

“I designed a suite for a 
company that was voted the 
nicest suite in the Palace of 
Auburn Hills. When another 
suite owner saw it, he had his 
torn out and had me re-do his 
suite,” Odom said. “The suites 
are relatively small - 500- to 
700-square-feet. I designed a 
media center for one suite 
with three large televisions, a 
bar and seating plus a mir- 
rored bathroom.” 

Odom works closely with his 
clients to make realities out of 
their dreams. 

“First, I meet with them and 
listen to what they have to say. 
Then, I bring the ideas back to 
the office where two or three 
of us work on them and de- 
velop several variations. When 
I next meet with the client, I 
show them the options,” Odom 
said. “They tell me what they 
want, but they don't always 
know exactly what they really 
want. I take their ideas and re- 
fine them and bring them back 
within their budget.” 

Creating corporation identi- 
ties through logos, stationery, 
sign age and calling cards is a 
specialty of Chesley Odom De- 


sign of Belleville. 

The glum crab face on the 
logo of Crabbie Joe’s Restau- 
rant is an Odom design as well 
as the burger and mug logo for 
Roger’s Roost and the mous- 
tachioed fruit peddler on the 
Westbom Fruit Market sign. 

Odom, whose mother and 
grandmother were artistic wo- 
men, has had a lifelong inter- 
est in art 

“I attended a boys’ boarding 
school, and there was no art 
program there. Consequently, 
when I applied to the Center 
for Creative Studies (CSS), I 
had no portfolio to submit,” 
Odom said. “I started attend- 
ing classes in night school, and 
then transferred into the day 
program. 

“I was permitted to take 
some advanced classes that I 
was barely able to squeak by, 
but taking them helped to 
challenge me and develop my 
competitiveness,” Odom said. 

After his freshman year, he 
received scholarships for the 
next three years and entered 
the industrial design program 
Odom also took painting, fine 
arts and photography in the art 
school and graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in industrial 
design. 

“Before leaving school, I 
had a job with W.B. Ford Co., 
the industrial design firm. Af- 
ter graduation in 1966, I took a 
position with Display & Ex- 
hibit Co. I did work for auto 
shows, society parties, Cobo 
Hall displays and car announ- 
cements,” Odom said. “I was 
selected to do renderings for 
the design director. In fact, 
they gave me so much to do 
that I took work home on Sun-

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The sins of 
the past 

As we watch the media criticism of fledgling President 
Bill Clinton, we cannot help but smile just a bit. 

Perhaps it is the privilege of watching our professional 
counterparts finally feeling the sting of equality that 
prompts our amusement, or perhaps it is an “I suspected 
so" attitude. We really ought to be ashamed. 

But then, so should the small cadre of influential and 
long-time Washington D.C. reporters who have, for too 
many years, had the inside track in opinion shaping and 
influence in the capital of our country.

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Change in 
immigration act 
is suggested 

To the editor: 

It is time that Congress con- 
sider legislation that will 
place a moratorium on all le*, 
gal immigration, except for im- 
mediate relatives of U.S. 
citizens. My reasons are: (l)Un- 
der the new Immigration Act 
of 1990, over 700,000 immi- 
grants may legally enter this 
country each year. However, 
these figures do not include 
refugees (about 140,000 in 
1992), asylees, parolees, spe- 
cial agricultural workers, or 
dependents of legalized 
aliens. Collectively, these nu- 
mbers amount to over 1.1 mil- 
lion legal immigrants each 
year, a 40 percent increase 
over our old immigration act 
Did Congress ever consider 
whether such a huge influx of 
immigrants may be economi- 
cally assimilated? Did Con- 
gress ever consider that the 
United States now lets in more 
legal immigrants to our coun- 
try than the rest of the world 
combined? 

(2) Those immigrants enter- 
ing the labor market will be 
doing so at a time when many 
of our collect graduates cannot 
Find decent jobs and almost all 
of our high school graduates 
cannot find decent full-time 
jobs. With a national unem- 
ployment rate of slightly over 7 
percent and a Michigan unem- 
ployment about 8 percent, why 
won’t these new immigrants 
exacerbate our unemployment 
and underemployment prob- 
lems? 

(3) For those new immi- 
grants that will require public 
assistance, the costs of public 
welfare for the past fiscal year 
have been estimated well in 
excess of three billion dollars 
and will be largely borne by 
state and local taxpayers. At a 
time when many federal and 
local programs are already ex- 
periencing dire funding short- 
ages it makes no sense to 
increase the pool of welfare 
applicants. 

(4) George J. Borjas, pro- 
fessor of economics at the Uni- 
versity of California at Santa 
Barbar in his book Friends or 
Stamgers-The Impact of Immi- 
grants on the U.S. Economy 
writes that on average, immi- 
grants in recent waves have 
relatively less schooling, 
weaker labor market attach- 
ments. higher unemployment

rates, lower wage rates, higher 
poverty rates, and higher rates 
of welfare participation than 
immigrants in the waves that 
arrived in the 1950s and 1960s. 
Hence, this would seem to por- 
tend unfavorable economic 
consequences in the long run 
for the U.S. economy. Yet, be- 
cause our immigration laws 
tend to favor the principle of 
family unification over the 
principle of labor skills, edu- 
cation, age, etc. one cannot but 
help question the economic 
wisdom of our immigration 
policy. 

In conclusion, Congress 
ought to repeal the Immigra- 
tion Act of 1990 sections that 
deal with lawful immigration 
and replace these sections 
with a moratorium. If it turns 
out that later on we discover 
we have too few immigrants 
we can always turn the spigot 
on again. However, if we con- 
tinue with our current Immi- 
gration Act of 1990 and we 
later realize we have a policy 
that is not in our national in- 
terest, we obviously may dis- 
cover that our immigration 
policy may have had a delete- 
rious impact on our economy.

Cable operator 
is criticized 

To the editor: 

As a public access volunteer 
for Omnicom and Plymouth 
Township resident, I take an 
interest in the current contrac- 
tual negotiations between Om- 
nicom and our local 
governmental units 

My experience with the 
Canton Omnicom offices has 
shown the entire staff to be dil- 
igent and dedicated. Many of 
the staff work exhausting long 
hours, covering events in our 
community such as pancake 
breakfasts that begin early in 
the morning or election cover- 
age, which runs late into the 
night. These handful of Omni- 
com employees are to be com- 
mended for their willingness 
with a limited staff and equip- 
ment, to provide training, 
equipment, support, person- 
nel to serve the interests of 
this area. 

One can’t help but get the 
feeling that they are dealing 
with an old- fashion “Mom and 
Pop” operation when working 
the people at Omnicom They 
always do their best and go the 
extra mile to assist you in your 
endeavor. 

But Omnicom is far from a 
small “Mom and Pop” opera 
tion. Its big business. 

How big? For example, my 
one household is paying $23 a 
month for basic cable service x 
12 months = $276 a year. Multi 
ply that by the 35,000 customer 
households Omnicom claims 
to service that’s over $9 mil- 


lion, $9,600,000 in gross income 
to be exact. 

As any businessman knows, 
the cost of doing business is 
high. Omnicom pays $500,000 
in fees and $290,000 in Canton 
taxes plus its 64 employees’ 
salaries. Let’s estimate that the 
average employee makes $15 
per hour, some less, others 
with a technical background 
slightly more, that would still 
leave a profit figure some- 
where in the ball park of $7 
million. 

It is conceivable then that 
Omnicom is in a position to bet 
competitive; hire additional 
personnel, upgrade program- 
ming and studio operations, 
and purchase more equip- 
ment. 

My role behind the camera 
taping the township meetings 
is to communicate what is hap- 
pening with our government to 
local taxpayers. I have re- 
cently learned that Omnicom 
continues to feel it can not pro- 
vide equipment or personnel 
for live coverage of the towns- 
hip meetings, but rather that 
Plymouth Township is pre- 
pared to pay a person (s) to en- 
sure coverage. In light of 
Plymouth Township’s present 
budget crisis, I fail to see why 
we, the taxpayers would be 
asked to add people to the 
township payroll when Omni- 
com could be providing this 
service? Last time I checked, 
Plymouth Township was not in 
a million dollar proFit position, 
as is Omnicom. Are our towns- 
hip elected officials protecting 
the taxpayers to ensure that 
we are receiving the maximum 
service for our dollars? 

Plymouth Township is in a 
position to cancel Omnicom 
and bring in any one of se veral 
other cable companies willing 
and able to meet local con- 
sumer demands. That’s called 
healthy competition. It en- 
sures that the consumer gets 
the most for his money. 

It is Omnicom’s respon- 
sibility to meet the needs an 
expectations of the community 
which they service, not the lo- 
cal governmental unit. It is the 
government’s responsibility, 
representing the taxpayers, to 
contract the most services at 
the least cost to the consumers. 
So fat. its not happening - 
perhaps its time to start to ne- 
gotiate with someone other 
that Omnicom.

Teachers, central office ad- 
ministrators and principals in 
the Wayne- Westland school 
district are being offered a 
$24,000 incentive to retire. 

School board members ap- 
proved the Early Retirement 
Incentive plan Monday night 
Last year, board members ap- 
proved a plan for teachers in 
the district and school officials 
called the effort a success and 
an effective cost-cutting tool. 

Seventy-seven teachers re- 
tired at the end of the 1991-92 
school year making it the most 
successful ERI plan the dis- 
trict has ever offered. 

Associate Superintendent 
of Employee Services Bill Tay- 
lor cited the savings to the dis- 
trict as approximately $1.7 
million. 

Teachers received the in- 
centive dollars within a two- 

Murder trial 
continues 

A Feb. 5 evidentiary hear- 
ing has been scheduled for a 
Canton Township man charged 
with murder in Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court. 

Frederick Lane Morris, 34, 
is charged by the Wayne Police 
Department with first-degree 
murder, felony murder, armed 
robbery and one count of fel- 
ony firearm in the death of 
Wayne business owner Charles 
Piper. 

Piper, 53, of Westland, was 
shot to death last year at his 
establishment, Chuck’s Cycle 
Service on Michigan Avenue in 
Wayne. 

Morris was arraigned March 
30, 1992 in Recorder’s Court. 
He is being held without bond. 

Various witnesses testified 
last year during a two-week ex- 
amination at the 29th District 
Court before Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. 

If Morris is found guilty of 
first-degree murder and felony 
murder charges, he could face 
a double life sentence in 
prison. The armed robbery 
charge carries a sentence up 
to life, and possession of a fel- 
ony firearm is a two-year sen- 
tence, according to Webb.

year period, he added. This 
year it cost the district $23,000, 
but next year the district will 
benefit from the $1.7 million 
dollar savings, officials said. 

Most of the teachers who re 
placed the long-time em- 
ployees, were hired at a much 
lower salary level. For the 
price of one experienced 
teacher, district officials were 
able to hire two teachers lower 
on the salary schedule, offi- 
cials stated. 

Although he doesn’t predict 
the plan will be as successful 


this year as it was last year, 
Taylor still believes the dis- 
trict will incur savings. 

“Timing is everything with 
an ERI,” Taylor said. “We were 
very fortunate in securing an 
ERI as late in the year as we 
did last year. 

“It is also important in 
terms of administrators taking 
the ERI,” Taylor said. “We 
would need some additional 
time to secure new administra- 
tors.” 

All three employee groups 
are offered the same package 


approved by members of the 
board for teachers last year. 
The only difference is the nu- 
mber of employees who can 
accept the proposal. 

“We did place a cap on how 
many can go,” Taylor said. “No 
more than 12 building admin- 
istrators can go and there are 
39 members in that union. 

“In the central office admin- 
istrators union we did not 
place a cap,” Taylor said. 
“There are 39 members in that 
union also.” 

At least 25 teachers must ap- 


ply for the incentive before it 
would go into effect. No more 
than 100 teachers can apply for 
the incentive, according to 
Taylor. 

The savings for the number 
of teachers who apply can 
reach approximately $2 mil- 
lion dollars depending on how 
many teacher decide to retire, 
officials stated. 

“The (savings) is not as 
quick for administrators tak 
ing the ERI,” Taylor said.

“While I was in high school 1 entered a contest, the Miss 
Teenage America contest, and I won," Valentine said. “I went on 
to Dallas and represented our city (Santa Rosa, Calif.). While I 
was there they presented me with a talent award." 

A talent scout from CBS was watching Valentine, and he was 
so impressed with her acting ability that he called Ed Sullivan. 

“He called Ed Sullivan and said ‘Watch the show because you 
have to see this girl.’" Valentine said. “He did watch and called 
and said i want that girl’. 

"The following week my family and I flew to New York, and I 
was on the Ed Sullivan Show at 16 years old. He liked me enough 
to invite me back six months later." 

Valentine had a big decision to make at that time because the 
talent scout wanted her to move to New York to further her 
career.

Performance, quality and 
growing sales numbers will 
continue to define Dodge cars 
and trucks through the end of 
the decade. 

Imitated and practically 
canonized after selling some 
1.6 million units. Dodge Cara 
van has managed to retain a 
leadership role in the 1993 
minivan market. This year the 
Caravan superior road trac- 
tion and cornering abilities 
come with full time, all-wheel 
drive and standard anti lock 
brakes (ABS). A 10 valve, four- 
channel modulator with slip- 
page sensors also helps con- 
trols poor weather driving 
conditions. 

Caravan also is equipped 
with the standard 2.5L engine 
and three-speed transmission 
or the optional 3.0L or 3.3L V-6 
(150 horsepower) for greater 
power and towing capacity. 

Dodge performance this 


year comes wrapped up in a 
two-seat, 400 horsepower, 
sulking brute called the Viper 
RT/10. Under the composite 
body and steel tube frame lies 
the only American V-10 in pro 
duction. The Viper 8.0L gener- 
ates enough juice to reach 60 
mph in 4 4 seconds and cover 
the standing 1/4 mile in some 
13 seconds, or a track speed of 
165 mph. Don’t expect to find 
many Vipers lying around 
Dodge showroom floors, but 
make it a point to check out the 
soon-to be classic vehicle at 
the International Auto Show. 

Also hot is the Stealth RT/ 
Turbo featuring the 3.0L V-6 
producing some 300 ponies. A 
164 horsepower V-6 version of 
the Stealth also is available 
with power-assisted four- 
wheel brakes, rack-and-pinion 
steering and four wheel inde- 
pendent suspension. 

Daytona IROC features a 
DOHC V^3 cranking some 225 
horsepower and 217 pound- 
foot of tire-ripping torque. The 


vehicle also features a close- 
ratio five-speed manual trans- 
axle transmission and perfor- 
mance suspension. 

In addition to performance, 
Dodge in 1993 has delivered 
one of the better-selling family 
cars, the Spirit. A driver side 
airbag, three- point shoulder 
straps for all window pas- 
sengers and child proof locks 
on the rear doors make Spirit a 
sharp value. The four door au- 
tomobile is powered by the op- 
tional 3.0L V 6 or the smaller 
2.5L SOHC four- cylinder. 

Shadow, Dynasty and the 
Colt passenger cars also pro- 
vide drivers with the selection 
and value only Dodge can de- 
liver. 

And don’t forget Dodge 
trucks this year. Ram is one of 
the best- selling midsized pick- 
ups and the big deal at the 
auto show will be the new full- 
sized Dodge with a completely 
redesigned exterior, the first 
in 20 years.

Dead man's testimony convicts killer

A murder victim returned from the grave and 
revealed his killer in a Recorder’s Court court 
room last week. 

The tape-recording of mortally-wounded Mic- 
hael Williams, who was slain in his house in Au 
gust of 1992, was played in the courtroom and 
apparently convinced Judge Leonard Townsend 
that the defendant, Cedric Fields, killed the 31 
year-old Williams. 

Townsend found Fields guilty of second- 
degree murder in the death of Williams. Fields, 
who could receive up to life in prison, will be 
sentenced next week. 

Fields asked for then refused a jury trial. In- 
stead, the convicted- killer asked that a bench

trial be conducted. After less than a week of testi- 
mony, Townsend found Fields guilty. Fields told 
the court that he acted in self defense. 

However, the numerous stab wounds on Will- 
iams’ body and the tape- recording of the victim’s 
voice during his final seconds of life apparently 
convinced the judge that Fields deliberately took 


Williams’ life. 

Williams, who resided in the 3500 block of Wal- 
nut, managed to telephone 9-1-1 before he died. 
On tape, he told the dispatcher: “Please hurry, I'm 
going fast.” 

When the dispatcher asked who stabbed him. 

Williams managed to reveal the name of the 
suspect. 

Investigating police officers told the court that 
they found Williams lying in the living room in a 
pool of blood. They also testified that the victim 
had multiple stab wounds to the body, including 
deep gashes made by a sharp object, to the abdo- 
men and the throat. 

Williams had about $1,500 on him the day he 
was slain. That money was missing. Police theor- 
ize that Fields, who had a known drug addiction, 
killed Williams for the money to purchase drugs. 



Thrills abound 


Circus brings fun to kids of all ages

When the Shrine Circus comes to town, 
everybody is a kid again - the spectators, 
sponsors, clowns and even the reporters 
covering the event. 

In a special circus preview on Thursday 
afternoon, grown-ups fulfilled their child- 
hood dreams of riding a performing pachy- 
derm, feeding a seal and strolling into the 
spotlight in the center ring. 

Sorry that everyone cannot have the 
same dream-fulfilling opportunity, but the 
circus does bill itself as “so close up, you’ll 
feel like you’re part of the action. 

The 85th annual Shrine Circus brings a 
lot of tradition into town with elegant 
equestrians, daring trapeze artists, dozens 
of wacky clowns, performing tigers and ele- 
phants and other amusing and amazing ani- 
mals. 

A laser light show, engineered by the 
same firm that orchestrated shows for the 
Summer Olympics and Super Bowl XX, is a 
new addition to the traditional circus fare. 

Highlighting the daily performances 
through Feb. 21 is the seven- person pyra- 
mid high-wire act of The White Angels. 

It is the same stunt which was performed 
by the legendary circus family, The Wal- 
lendas, at the State Fair Coliseum - only 
The White Angels use a net when they pre- 
cariously perch on the wire to do their 
seven-person pyramid. 

In 1962, in the same arena, two members 
of the Wallenda family were killed in a fall 
as they performed the pyramid on the high 
wire. 


“I was in the audience at the time, and I 
saw the accident,” said newscaster Gary 
Baumgartner. “I was just a kid, about 11. 
There was no doubt that the people were 
dead, because they didn’t move. Everyone 
in the coliseum knew immediately the seri- 
ousness of the accident.” 

Even with a net, the balancing act on the 
high wire is an impressive one, and the au- 
diences seem relieved to see the perfor- 
mance done with safety measures so that 
the tragedy will not be repeated. 

Just as much a part of the circus as pea- 
nuts and popcorn are the antics of the 
Shrine Temple Clown Unit. 

Dan Fowler, a 15-year veteran of the 
clown unit, describes his attraction to the 
circus as “just for fun.” 

“It’s the fun that attracts all of us,” said 
Fowler, as he put on his clown make up and 
false nose. 

To share the fun of the circus, Fowler, 
Howard (Howie) Zimmerman, Ken (Vesti) 
West and A1 Ensor each donated tickets to 
enable 90 children and adult supervisors 
from Lincoln Elementary School in West- 
land to attend the circus. 

Fowler said it is not an easy task to be- 
come a full-fledged clown. Would-be clowns 
must have a try-out period and then must be 
voted upon to become an apprentice. After 
18 months, the apprentice may become a 
full-fledged clown if he passes another vote 
of his fellow clowns. 

“It takes two years to become a clown. We 
have our own people to instruct in make-up 
and clowning techniques,” said Fowler.

Sex argument led to 14-year-old killing

An argument over oral sex reportedly spurred 
the shooting that claimed the life of a 23-year-old 
Romulus woman 14 years ago, a key witness 
against Daniel Ray Dowling testified Thursday in 
34th District Court. 

Dowling, 45, has been charged with open mur- 
der and a felony firearms violation by Wayne 
County authorities in connection with the shoot- 
ing death of his former live-in girlfriend, Joanne 
Lincoln, in 1978. 

Dowling’s lawyer, Richard Lustig, asked Dis- 
trict Court Judge Henry Zaborowski to drop the 
charges at the conclusion of the two hour court 
hearing Thursday morning. Lustig claimed that 
the state had failed in its attempt to support the 


charges against Dowling. 

Zaborowski denied the motion stating that the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office had presented 
enough evidence to take the open murder and 
weapons charge to trial. 

A pre-trial hearing is slated Feb. 18 at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice Building in Detroit. 
Lustig stated there wasn’t enough evidence to 
convict Dowling of either first or second degree 
murder. “At best the state only has enough evi- 
dence to press a manslaughter case,” he said. 

The key witness in the hearing was a friend of 
the defendant, Michael Reilly, who testified that 
Dowling told him on several occasions that he 
had accidentally shot Lincoln on Aug. 28, 1978 
and then hid the 38 calibre pistol he used in some 
bushes behind a nearby supermarket. 

Reilly’s testimony was one of the major ele- 


ments that ignited the charges against Dowling, 
currently a Front Royal, Va. businessman. The 
case had gone somewhat dormant in the past 14 
years, despite the fact both Dowling and Reilly 
had been questioned by Wayne County authori- 
ties after the 1978 shooting death. 

According to sheriffs department reports at 
that time, Dowling and Lincoln shared an apart- 
ment on Middlebelt and Ecorse roads in Ro- 
mulus. On the night of Aug. 28, Wayne County 
Sheriffs officers were called to the apartment in 
regard to the shooting. 

Sheriffs deputy Robert Crain said when he 
arrived at 11:17 that night, he found a woman 
(Lincoln) lying on a bed with a bullet wound to 
the head.

Tax plan could cost local school districts millions

Officials from school districts throughout the 
state are preparing for Gov. John Engler’s pro- 
posed tax cuts which could mean a loss of $483 
million dollars of school funding throughout 
Wayne County. 

Most school district leaders are hoping the 
state will reimburse their districts for the losses. 

Engler's proposal would reduce the State 
Equalized Valuation vSEV) for kindergarten 
through 12-grade education from 40 to 50 percent 
in the next three years. 

State Rep. Debra Whyman (R Canton Towns- 
hip) stated that the House Taxation Committee, 
on which she senes, has asked the governor to 
find a way to reimburse districts for lost state aid 
dollars.

“We're not going to make cuts to school aid for 
in-formula school districts," Whyman said 

Officials from area school districts are still 
questioning where the reimbursement dollars 
will be found. 

“As long as the state guarantees that they will 
make up the lost revenue, we will be held harm 
less," said Westwood Superintendent of Schools 


Dr. Equilla Bradford. “If they don’t, we stand to 
lose $4.3 million over three years.” 

Two Michigan school districts have already 
filed for bankruptcy, and some school officials 
believe the latest proposal will force other dis- 
tricts into bankruptcy. 

“Not only does this plan reduce funding for 
education at a time when many school districts 
are in danger of going under, it also makes it far 
more difficult to enact meaningful school finance 
reform," said William Simmons, the superinten 
dent of the Wayne County Regional Educational 
Sen ice Agency which sen es the 34 school dis- 
tricts in Wayne County 

The latest tax proposal is Engler’s attempt to 
relieve the property tax burden placed on tax 
payers. In November, residents in .Michigan voted

the gun used in the shooting. 
Reilly said he did not witness 
the incident. 

The defense attorney asked 
Reilly if he turned on his 
friend (Dowling) because of 
comments Dowling allegedly 
made that led to his (Reilly’s) 
wife leaving him. 

“No,” Reilly confessed, “he 
made me mad when he didn’t 
help me in another court 
case.” 

Reilly admitted that he had 
been arrested on drug charges 
in Virginia. He was originally 
charged with felony com- 
plaints, which later were 
dropped to misdemeanors. 

Reilly said Dowling origi- 


nally agreed to help him pay 
the fine and later backed off. 

Lustig asked if he had made 
a plea bargain on the charges, 
using information he had on 
the Lincoln shooting as his 
part of the deal. 

Reilly claimed he hadn’t 
made any such deal, but admit- 
ted calling Wayne Deputy 
Sheriff Kevin McGuckin, a for- 
mer high school classmate, to 
find out whether the Lincoln 
death investigation was still 
open. 

Following that call, two 17- 
year Sheriffs Department vet- 
erans, Tim Rapp and George 
Freije, were assigned to the 
case. The two investigators 


conducted an intensive probe 
locally and then traveled to 
Virginia. They are credited 
with cracking the 14-year-old 
murder case. 

Weeks later, the murder and 
weapons charges were filed 
and on Nov. 10th Dowling was 
arrested at his place of busi- 
ness, the Bonnie Glen Mo- 
torhaus, in Front Royal, Va. 

He was arraigned in Vir- 
ginia and released on $100,000 
bail. Dowling reportedly used 
his business and his wife’s day 
care center, the Bonnie Glen 
Kinderhaus, as security for the 
bail. 

He and his wife, Margaret, 
drove to Romulus where he 


surrendered to county authori- 
ties last week. 

Dowling, who has entered a 
not guilty plea, told sheriffs of- 
ficers 14 years ago the bullet 
that struck Lincoln came from 
through an open window in 
their apartment. 

The only other witness pro- 
duced by the state was Gerald 
Abrams, a medical examiner, 
who testified that the bullet 
traveled from the right to left 
temple of the victim’s head. 

Following the hearing 
Thursday, Assistant Wayne 
County Prosecutor Robert 
Agacinski had a private meet- 
ing with the victim's family.

Asked where Dowling was 
at the time, Crain said he 
couldn’t remember. Upon 
checking his old notes, the 
deputy said Dowling was sit- 
ting on the bed with Lincoln’s 
head in his hands. 

Lincoln’s two young sons 
(who are now grown) were in 
the room also, Crain said. 

The victim was bleeding 
from the head, the deputy con- 
tinued, and he called for an 
ambulance. 

Lincoln was first taken to 
the old Wayne County General 
Hospital and later airlifted to 
University Hospital in Ann Ar 
bor. She died two days later. 

Reilly, who sported a mus- 
tache and goatee at the hear 
ing, testified he had been a 
friend and associate of Dowl 
ing since 1976 and visited the 
Dowling-Lincoln apartment 
many times in Romulus and 
lived with Dowling for about 
seven months in Virginia. 

Although Dowling passed a 
lie detector test shortly after 
the shooting, Reilly said Dowl 
ing was always fearful that 
someone (law enforcement of 
ficials) would “come looking 
for him.” 

Reilly said he, Dowling and 
Lincoln drank liquor and 
smoked marijuana cigarettes 
in the afternoon of the day Lin 
coin was shot. 

The witness told the court 
that Dowling and Lincoln re- 
portedly quarreled over oral 
sex that night and then Dowl

On the job experience 
moved a volunteer dishwasher 
to a position as “chief chef” for 
lodge dinners and fund-raising 
activities. 

“Six years ago, I volun 
teered to help out in the 
kitchen, and I was signed up as 
a dishwasher.” said Ed Miller 
of Canton Township “I 
learned a lot from the regulars 
in the kitchen Bill and Lois 
Angulin, Martha Morton and 
Doug Hardin and 1 continued 
to help out in the kitchen when 
the lodge hosted dinners.” 

Today, Miller is the much- 
sought-after cook for special 
fund-raising activities, such as 
the annual Huron Valley Con 
servation Association- spon- 
sored Kids for Camp dinner on 
Feb. 20. He heads up the 
kitchen operations for summer 
barbecues, fish fries, dinners 
and special functions at the 
Loyal Order of Moose Lodge 
934 in Belleville. 

“I learned to cook by listen 
ing to the experts and taking 
their advice. ’’ said Miller. 
“Whenever a caterer comes to 
the lodge, I ask questions 
about their food preparation. 1 
don’t try to copy everything 
they do, but I pick up a tip here 
and a tip there that I can use.” 

Miller credits his wife, 
Terri, with teaching him to 


make gravy. 

“Until she taught me her 
method, I just couldn't get it 
right. There's a knack to work 
ing with flour and corn 
starch,” he said. 

Miller's biggest project has 
been cooking the lodge- 
sponsored free Thanksgiving 
dinners for the elderly. 

"I’ve cooked three Thanks- 
giving dinners for 300 to 350 
people each. I was really ner- 
vous about cooking the first 
one, but I had lot of good help. 
That’s really the key. You need 
good people helping in the 
kitchen. For the Thanksgiving 
dinners, we had dozens of peo 
pie cooking, serving, busing ta 
bles, washing dishes and 
cleaning up Ordinarily, we 
would need about 15 for a din 
ner of that size.” 

Miller said his greatest re- 
ward is seeing the happy faces 
of the senior citizens and nurs- 
ing home patients who dine on 
turkey and trimmings at the 
lodge each year. 

“I always ask for people's in 
put on the meals, and I ask a 
lot of question afterward about 
what they especially liked or 
didn't like,” Miller said. “For 
example, I added a salad bar 
to the Friday night fish fries 
when I learned that people 
preferred it to the cole slaw we 
used to serve. Now, I'm asking 
people about some other 
dishes that I'm considering ad-

ding to the menu.” 

Cooking involves planning, 
ordering and coordinating the 
staff as well as preparing the 
meal. 

“You have to know how 
much to order. There’s some 
leeway with roast beef, but you 
need a correct count when you 
serve pork chops. There has to 
be one chop for each plate, or 
you’ll run out,” Miller said, no- 
ting that he usually over-

“I always think of the 
plate when I coordinate the 
meal what will look good on it 
and which foods will best com 
plement one another. I also try 
to look for something different 
once in a while for variety.” 

At home, Miller likes to slow 
cook a round steak in mush 
room soup or cook outdoors on 
the grill.

Shopping center traffic cited as cause of accident increase

Westland Police Depart- 
ment officials are attributing 
the increase in hit-and-run ac- 
cidents in the past two years to 
the growing number of shop- 
pers in and around Westland 
Center. 

“Most of the hit-and-run ac- 
cidents take place in parking 
lots,” said Sgt. Pete Brokas. “I 
think what’s happening is that 
during the shopping months in 
November and December, 
there are so many stores now 
in Westland and we have a lot 
more hit and runs.” 

• In 1990, between the 
months of September and Jan- 
uary, there were 150 hit-and- 
run incidents in Westland. 

• In 1991, between the 


months of September and Jan- 
uary, there were 146 hit and 
run incidents in Westland. 

• In 1992, between the 
months of September and Jan 
uary there were 161 hit-and- 
run incidents in Westland. 

“About 146 hit-and-run inci- 
dents a year is right in the ball- 
park,” Brokas said. 

Other increases occurred 
during the shopping months in 
1991 and 1992. 

In November of 1991 there 
were 28 hit and-run accidents 
in Westland, according to 
Brokas. There were 48 hit-and- 
run accidents in November of 
1992. 

In December of 1991 there 
were 33 hit-and-run accidents 
in Westland and in December 
of 1992 there were 46 hit-and- 


run accidents, Brokas added. 

Only 1 percent of the hit- 
and-run accidents are consid- 
ered serious. Police officials 
designate serious as accidents 
that result in serious injury or 
death. 

‘Those are our biggest shop 
ping months and there are a 
lot of people in that one area 
near Westland Shopping Cen- 
ter,” Brokas said. “Most of the 
accidents occur in the parking 
lots.” 

Last weekend, three West- 
land Department of Public 
Service employees were in- 
volved in two separate hit-and- 
run accidents. 

Officials from the Westland 
Police Department Traffic Bu- 
reau constantly monitor the 
traffic situations in the city. 

“We keep a constant vigil 


over there,” Brokas said. “We 
look at our corridors like New 
burgh Road which is going to 
be widened and we determine 
if there is more traffic and if 
there is we can add left turn 
faces which prevent accidents. 

“We can't patrol all of the 
parking lots, so we rely on citi- 
zens to report hit-and-run acci- 
dents,” Brokas added. “The 
people are great, we get a lot of 


calls from witnesses who saw 
an accident” 

When witnesses report acci- 
dents, Brokas and his fellow 
traffic bureau employees are 
usually successful in locating 
the driver who left the scene 
and who will pay the price if 
they are convicted. 

“They will be charged with 
leaving the scene of a property 
damage accident and if they 


are convicted that is six points 
on their driving record” 
Brokas said. “They are also 
fined. 

“Years and years ago, when 
people left the scene it was 
usually because they were 
drunk,” Brokas. 

Another reason people 
leave the scene of an accident 
is because they don't have any 
insurance, he added. 


City offers low-cost mortgages 


The American dream of 
owning a home could come 
true for Westland residents 
who qualify for a city loan pro- 
gram, according to Jay Gilbert, 
director of housing and com 
munity development in West- 
land. 

The Low Cost Mortgage Pro- 
gram is now available to low to 
moderate income home buyers 
who would like to live in tar- 
geted areas in the city, Gilbert 
said. 

Qualified applicants would 
not have to pay points, applica 
tion fees or document prepara- 
tion fees on a $50,000 mortgage 
or less, according to Gilbert. 


The savings on a $50,000 mort- 
gage would be $1,500. Terms of 
the mortgage are available 
from 15 years and extend to 30 
years. 

The areas targeted include: 

• Central City Parkway to 
Ford Road, to Wayne Road, 
Newburgh Road and Cherry 
Hill Road. 

• Norwayne subdivisions 
which included the area 
bounded by Palmer, Wild- 
wood, Glenwood and Merri- 
man roads. 

• Carver and Van Born 
roads area bounded by An 
napolis, Middlebelt, Inkster 
and Van Bom roads. 


Low interest rates will make 
buying a home more afford 
able for low income families. 
“We now have some of the low- 
est interest rates ever,” Gilbert 
said. 

Gilbert would like to see the 
program or a similar program 
expanded that would include 
areas throughout the city. 

“We would like to see a pro 
gram that would apply city 
wide,” Gilbert said. “There are 
individual houses in most 
neighborhoods that would fit 
into a program like this.”

Approximately $2,100 was 
collected to assist 18-year-old 
Jason Stewart, a 1992 Wayne 
Memorial graduate and avid 
basketball player, who needs 
financial assistance for up 
coming surgery. 

*’I want to thank St. Mary’s 
for all their assistance with 
making this project a success,” 
said Joey Hultman. president 
of the Wayne Jaycees. “I also 
want to thank all of those indi- 
viduals who contributed their 
time and money to help 
Jason.” 

Stewart found out about the 
cancer only last September, 
according to his mother and fa 


tiler. Jet i and Cindy Stewart. 

He has been a camp conn 
selor for two summers, Cindy 
Stewart said Last summer he 
began to complain about his 
knee swelling. We took him to 
several doctors, and they 
couldn’t find anything. 

I finally took him to the 
emergency room m the fall, 
and on Sept 1. they found he 
had cancer of the knee through 
a biopsy.” 

Stewart has two options for 
relief of the cancer, according 
to his mother The first in 
vo Ives removing the knee and 
femur bone and replacing the 
area with metal. 

“With the second option, he 
would have to lose his leg,” 
Stewart said. “The doctor is 
recommending Jason try the 
surgery first because he is so 
young. Once they remove the 
knee and femur bone, they 
have to make sure the cancer 
is at least 90 percent dead or 
he will have to lose his leg.” 

Surgery is scheduled for the 
end of February. Stewart has 
been receiving extensive che- 
motherapy since last fall. 

“He goes into the hospital 
for five days and then comes

against Proposal C which 
would have wounded public 
education, school officials 
said. 

Engler’s plan is based on 
the SEV growing at an average 
rate of 5 percent net rate com 
pounded annually in 1992 93. 
There will be a 10 percent re- 
duction the first year, a 15 
percent reduction the second 
year and a 20 percent reduc- 
tion the third year according to 
information provided by 
Wayne County RESA officials. 

All of the districts would 
levy the 1992 93 millage rate 
during that three-year period. 

Possible funds lost to area 
districts, according to informa- 
tion provided by Wayne 
County RESA officials include: 

• The Plymouth-Canton 
school district would lose 
$6,911,928 the first year. 
$10,886,287 the second year 
and $15,240,801 the third year 
for a total of $33,039,016. 

• The Romulus school dis- 
trict would lose $2,358,418 the 
first year, $3,714,509 the second 
year and $5,200,313 the third 
year for a total of $14,279,240. 

• The Wayne Westland 
school district would lose 
$5,787,572 the first year, 
$9,115,426 the second year and 
$12,761,596 the third year for a 
total of $27,664,594. 

• The Van Buren school dis- 
trict would lose $2,077,644 the 
first year, $3,272,291 the second 
year and $4,581,206 the third 
year for a total of $9,931,141. 


• The Inkster school district 
would lose $318,540 the first 
year $498,262 the second year 
and $697,567 the third year for 
a total of $1,511,309. 

• The Westwood school dis- 
trict would lose $906,677 the 
first year, $1,428,017 the second 
year and $2,039,018 the third 
year for a total of $4,373,712. 

The loss of state aid could 
lead to massive program cuts 
in school districts throughout 
the state, officials said. 

“This would be devastating 
to the educational program, 
and it would make a mockery 
of quality education which has 
always been part of the 
Plymouth-Canton school dis- 
trict,” said Dick Egli, commu- 
nications director for the 
Plymouth-Canton school dis- 
trict.

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Hitting a high note 

Band director inspires love of music

It is said that some people 
inarch to the beat of a different 
drummer, but what happens if 
you are the drummer? 

For newly hired John Glenn 
High School instrumental mu- 
sic director Scott Cramer, it 
means that music isn’t just a 
hobby, but a way of life. 

Cramer became interested 
in music when he was growing 
up in Hillsdale. He compares 
the music programs at the high 
school he attended to the mu- 
sic program offered in the 
Wayne-Westland school dis- 
trict 

It was his early interest in 
music and six years of piano 
instruction that provided him 
with a solid foundation. 

“Music was always an inter- 
est fostered in my home by my 
parents/’ Cramer said. 

Beginning back then, the 
idea of pursuing music as a ca- 
reer formed gradually as he 
went from whittling his own 
sticks and banging on boxes to 
real snare drums as a percus- 
sionist in the Hillsdale High 
School band and orchestra. 

He praises both musical 
groups for teaching him to play 
a very difficult range of music, 
which is quite an accomplish 
ment for any high school 
group. 

This standard of excellence 
followed Cramer to Western 
Michigan University, where in 
six years he added highly im- 
pressive credits to his resume. 

Some of those included: per- 
forming with bands and the or- 
chestra and occasionally 
playing choral accompani- 
ment with other university 
groups; performing with the 


Kalamazoo Symphony, the 
Southwest Michigan Orchestra 
and the Grand Rapids Sym- 
phony; and creating a traveling 
percussion duet that per- 
formed at local elementary 
schools. 

Cramer had to make time 
for his musical interests while 
enrolled as a full-time student 
in challenging music theory 
and history courses, along with 
traditional undergraduate re- 
quirement. 

As a graduate student at 
WMU, he was an assistant 
graduate conductor and he 
also took over the marching 
band percussion section. This 
included writing and arrang- 
ing all of the music. 

During his undergraduate 
years, Cramer had thought of 
majoring strictly in perfor- 
mance, but he loved conduct- 
ing too much to sacrifice it, he 
said. 

When searching for his first 
job, Cramer was sure that it 
would be in a small college at- 
mosphere. Instead he took a 
job at Buchanan High School 
where the long-time director 
had left to accept another job 
offer three days after school 
had begun. Even though the at 
mosphere was somewhat chao- 
tic, he took the band to 
superior ratings at the annual 
music festival for two years. 

Apait from conducting the 
two high school bands and di- 
recting the marching band, the 
job also entailed teaching ele- 
mentary instrumental music 
and kindergarten, first and 
second grade vocal music-all 
three of these back-to-back. 
The transitions between them 
were sometimes hard for him. 

“It was sometimes hard to 
change gears so quickly,” he 


said. 

Three more transitions 
were in store for Cramer. He 
then accepted a position at 
Ravenna High School, a much 
smaller school with a dwin- 
dling music program 

He built the program from 
28 students the first year to 50 
the following year. 

Making yet another career 
move, Cramer opted for a posi- 
tion with the Wayne-Westland 
school district last year. His 
first assignment was vocal mu- 
sic classes at Elliott Elemen- 
tary School and Jefferson 
Elementary School. 

Last year, when the position 
as John Glenn High School 
band director was posted, 
Cramer saw it as an oppor- 
tunity and applied. 

As the fourth band director 
in the last five years Cramer 
hopes to bring stability to the 
program. 

Already he has begun im- 
provising on the traditional 
events of the different musical 
groups at John Glenn High 
School. Some of those groups 
include the jazz band that 
played in the lobby of the high 
school to boost school spirit 
and has also appeared on two 
occasions at the Airport Holi- 
day Inn in a Brunch with Brass. 

Future plans include taking 
both of the bands and the or- 
chestra to their respective fes- 
tivals, producing the Rocket 
Extravaganza talent show. 

Cramer also hopes to take 
the groups to other schools in 
the district. He has also 
planned a variety of concerts 
showcasing different aspects 
of student talent. 

Other plans include a solo 
concerto concert for individ- 
ual students, a jazz concert 


and a concert of chamber 
groups. 

Student reception to the 
new director to the new direc- 
tor has been favorable. Some 
accuse him of being too strict, 
Cramer acknowledged. 

“By the time they reach this 
stage that kind of role should 
not be necessary, but there 
will always be a few prob- 
lems,” Cramer said. “I just 
play a simple game of math. 

“If they are not a positive 
addition to the group, then 
they are subtracted,” Cramer 
said. 

But for the most part, the 
new director has been ac- 
cepted. 

‘‘Mr. Cramer is an all- 
around cool guy,” a student 
said. “He has mellowed a lot 
since the beginning of the year. 
We all just have to remember 
that he is learning as much as 
the rest of us.” 

If his success is rated by the 
caliber of the fall and 
Christmas concerts, then 
Cramer should be praised. 

Cramer has one goal when it 
comes to the John Glenn High 
School music programs. 

“My goal is to help students 
through music to grow emo- 
tionally, skillfully and 
mentally -and to help them 
grow within themselves,” 
Cramer said. “High school is 
not simply for college prepara- 
tion, and music is a require- 
ment for life preparation.” 

Cramer also believes that 
music is “the organized sound 
of emotion. By helping the stu- 
dents use that idea to work for 
excellence within a group and 
within themselves is a way to 
give then a deeper interest in 
life and to become all-around 
better human beings.”
